A NO CUT SYSTEM 


As pointed out by Mr. Keir, GCC. at 
present has a “no cut policy.” The student 
handbook uses the word "absence" which 
means that students are expected to be 
present in class but that no question is 
asked of students who have not exceeded 
the limit of absences allowed. It is ex- 
pected that these absences are to be used 
in the case of illness, or when a situa- 
tion renders it impossible for the student 
to be in class. There is a difference be- 
tween cuts and absences although the dif-— 
ference might seem to be symetrical. It 
is up to the individual as to how he uses 
his absences, but when they become exces-— 
sive, he can expect to be questioned con- 
cerning them. Field Trips and other such 
events sponsored by the school are not 
counted against the limit of cuts.

Do hungry students qualify? 


I PROPOSE two separate and distinct p 
to remedy this “unlimited cuts" situation, 
which seems to be causing quite a stir 
amongst several-of our students. 


First, a system based on the number of 
credit hours given the student by the enroll— 
ment in a particular course, i.e., Psychology 
203, CHILD AND ADOLESCENT PSYCHOLOGY, pres— 
ently meets on Tuesday and Thursday and 
carries three hours of credit. Presently, a 
student enrolled in this course is only al- 
lowed two cuts a semester, but under my pro- 
posal, he would be allowed three cuts per 
semester in this particular course. This pro- 
posal, if carried out with the full approval 
of the Administration, would be applicable 
to all students including freshmen. 


My second proposal, open to equal consider- 
ation by the students, as well as the Admin-— 
istration, would be to eliminate all cuts for 
first semester freshmen, or allow first sem- 
ester freshmen cuts apportionate to the num- 
ber of credit hours per course for which they 
are registered, and allow all seeond semester 
freshmen or sophomore status-unlimited cuts. 


As the reader can see, there are unlimited 
possibilities for resolving this problem. I 
signed the petition indicating a positive 
response, but did not realize that all fresh- 
men were included in the proposed “unlimited 
cut" system. I firmly believe that before a 
freshman is permitted to exercise his right 
to take advantage of an unlimited cut system, 
he should prove himself worthy and capable of 
carrying a full college load, and if he is to 
cut several meetings of a particular course, 
be able to carry the responsibility of making 
up any lost work. 


Therefore, I leave the readers of UNDER- 
CURRENT, the students of GCC, with this final 
word: 

Remember the responsibility that you are 
incurring upon yourselves, if you are to 
undertake such a system.
